To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payments 
of  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  December  31,  1937  and 
ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from 
receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Municipal 
accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division 
of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used, 
“revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and  under  gen- 
eral taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning 
offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money  hired 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are 
presented  detailed  statements  arranged  in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual 
m'atters  given  in  the  auditors  report  including  a report  of  trust  funds  and  a 
statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the 
benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments 
during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year.  This 
schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  received  $29,584.57  more  than 
was  paid. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  receipts 
from  revenue  $891,536.74  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $1,024,784.40  mak- 
ing the  excess  payments  $133,247.66  for  the  year,  which  amount  with  the  excess 
of  non-revenue  receipts  for  the  year  is  indicated  in  the  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  departments, 
less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B,  also  a statement  of 
non-revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year. 
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In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency  Trans- 
actions” such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.  are  eliminated. 

I would  further  report  that  I have  inspected  the  accounts  of  the  Water 
Department.  Have  also  audited  tiie  accounts  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners, 
Trustees  of  Wheelwright,  Peabody  and  Public  Library  Building  Funds,  Treas- 
urer and  Collector,  City  Clerk,  City  Messenger,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  examined  all  bills  presented,  verified  same  and  when  approved  charged 
same  to  proper  appropriations,  signing  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  pay- 
ments; also  have  countersigned  all  notes  and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that 
issue  of  same  was  properly  authorized. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  City  has  been  increased  in  the  past  year  $91,295.82. 
The  appropriated  accounts  had  an  undrawn  balance  of  $13,222.15.  Income  ex- 
ceeded estimate  $25,647.32.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


January  1930 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council, 

City  of  Newburyport,  Mass. 

Gentlemen ; 

We  submit  for  your  information  and  approval,  the  forty-third  annual  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1938,  together  with  the  supplemental  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Chief  Engineer 
and  Foreman. 

During  the  past  year  several  important  improvements  and  additions  have 
been  started  or  completed.  With  the  approval  of  the  Council  the  department 
borrowed  $58,000  on  a construction  loan  for  the  erection  of  a 500,000  gallon 
elevated  tank,  necessary  water  mains  and  a new  pumping  station  at  the  Arti- 
choke Basin.  This  construction  is  now  being  carried  on  with  the  assistance  of 
the  P.  W.  A.  grant  of  $45,000.  The  judgment  of  the  board  in  constructing  a new 
pumping  station  was  again  substantiated  by  the  flood  of  September  last  when 
the  existing  Artichoke  Station  was  again  threatened.  The  plans  for  all  new 
construction  were  prepared  by  Whitman  & Howard  consulting  engineers  of  the 
Board,  who  are  also  supervising  the  actual  construction  work. 

The  W.  P.  A.  project  of  improving  the  lower  Artichoke  Basin  started  dur- 
ing the  early  summer  and  which,  with  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  Thomas 
McDonald,  director  of  the  W.  P.  A.  program,  is  progressing  satisfactorily  not- 
withstanding the  many  obstacles  which  have  confronted  the  workers.  These 
improvements,  when  completed,  will  further  develop  our  system  into  a modern, 
up-to-date  and  efficient  water  plant. 

A new  five  year  contract  was  drawn  up  with  the  Haverhill  Electric  Com- 
pany for  power  furnished  at  the  Artichoke  Station.  Through  the  friendly  and 
cooperative  spirit  of  both  parties  a very  satisfactory  agreement  was  reached. 

The  maintenance  division  was  further  modernized  by  the  purchase  of  a 
truck  and  body,  specially  designed  for  construction  and  maintenance  work,  also 
to  facilitate  working  on  paved  roads  and  frozen  ground  an  air  compressor  with 
complete  equipment  was  added  to  the  division. 


The  Board  records  the  voluntary  retirement  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Cutting  as  a 
member  of  the  board.  Those  who  had  the  privilege  to  work  with  Mr.  Cutting 
fully  realize  the  loss  his  retiring  meant  to  the  city.  There  are  too  few  men  of 
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his  calibre,  experience,  character  and  wise  judgment  who  are  willing  to  serve 
their  municipality  only  for  their  civic  pride. 

May  we  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  also  pay  tribute  to  the  loyal 
employees  who  continue  to  carry  on  the  high  traditions  of  the  department.

An  Ordinance  entitled — An  Ordinance  Amending  An  Ordinance  entitled — Regula- 
tions of  the  Fire  Department 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  arrange  the  permanent  uniformed  officers  and  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  into  two  bodies,  which  shall  be  designated  as  a day  force  and 
a night  force,  and  the  day  force  and  night  force  shall  alternate  on  tours  of  duty 
every  third  day. 

Section  2.  The  hours  of  duty  of  the  day  force  shall  be  from  eight  o’clock 
A.  M.  to  six  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  the  hours  of  duty  of  the  night  force  shall  be 
from  six  o’clock  P.  M,  to  eight  o’clock  A.  M.;  provided  that  on  every  third 
day,  for  the  purpose  of  alternating  the  day  force  with  the  night  force  and  vice 
versa,  the  number  of  hours  of  duty  herein  stated  may  be  exceeded,  but  one 
force  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  all  times. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  an  alarm,  the  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  the 
fire  fighting  force  shall  have  full  authority  to  summon  and  keep  on  duty  any 
and  all  members  of  the  fire  fighting  force  while  the  conflagation  continues. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  repeal,  affect  or 
change  any  rule,  order  or  ordinance  now  in  force  relating  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, or  the  officers  or  members  thereof,  except  as  herein  specified. 

Section  5.  All  ordinances  affecting  the  meal  hours  or  days  off  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Report  of  City  Solicitor

City  Council,  City  of  Newbury  port. 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordinance  relative  to  the 
office  of  City  Solicitor,  I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1938. 

CASES  TRIED 

Fire  Department  Cases.  Frank  Coffey,  Frank  D.  Bateman  and  James  J.  Daley 
were  promoted  to  the  permanent  force  of  the  Fire  Department  during  the  latter 
part  of  1937.  In  accordance  with  the  Civil  Service  rules  and  regulations  they 
were  demoted  from  the  rank  of  permanent  men  to  their  former  positions  as  call 
men  in  February,  1938.  They  requested  a hearing  which  was  granted  by  the 
Mayor  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  31,  and  the  reasons  given  for 
their  demotion  were  upheld.  They  then  requested  a review  of  their  cases 
before  the  District  Court  and  the  finding  was  made  in  favor  of  the  City.  A 
petition  for  certorari  was  entered  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  after  due  hearing, 
before  a single  member  of  said  Court,  the  petitions  were  dismissed. 

Lewis  Furlong.  In  the  case  of  Lewis  Furlong,  Supervisor  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance who  was  removed  from  the  said  position,  a writ  of  mandamus  was  brought 
in  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  The  case  was  referred  to 
an  Auditor  for  findings  of  fact  and  was  heard  by  said  Auditor  at  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Newburyport.  After  the  filing  of  the  Auditor’s  Report  a petition 
was  entered  in  the  Supreme  Court  to  have  the  case  sent  back  to  the  Auditor  for 
further  findings,  but  the  petition  was  denied  by  the  Court.  The  case  was  then 
heard  before  a single  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  the  merits,  and  the 
writ  of  mandamus  was  dismissed  by  the  single  Justice.  The  case  is  now  pending 
before  the  full  bench  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court. 

Amanda  Bushman.  This  was  an  action  for  damages  due  to  a defect  iin  the 
sidewalk  and  was  pending  in  the  Superior  Court.  It  was  reached  for  trial  at  the 
September  sitting  of  the  Court  in  Newburyport.  The  case  was  settled  before 
trial,  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Government  Committee  in  the  sum 
of  $275 

Ellen  Riley.  This  was  an  action  for  damages  for  injuries  received  from  a fall 
on  a defective  sidewalk.  The  case  was  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  and  was 
reached  for  trial  in  the  September  sitting  of  the  Court  at  Newburyport.  With 
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the  approval  of  the  General  Government  Committee  it  was  settled  in  the  sum  of 
$875. 

Frank  H.  Dow,  Jr.  This  was  an  action  for  damages  due  to  a fall  upon  a de- 
fective sidewalk.  The  case  was  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  and  was  reached 
for  trial  at  the  September  sitting  of  the  Court  in  Newburyport.  It  was  settled 
with  the  approval  of  the  General  Government  Committee  in  the  sum  of  $300. 

Burnley  Thurlow.  This  was  a suit  for  services  for  the  year  1937  as  Harbor 
Master  and  was  pending  in  the  Superior  Court.  It  was  tried  at  Salem  and  the 
verdict  was  in  favor  of  the  City. 

Edward  W.  Eaton.  This  case  involved  a claim  for  rent  of  tenement  furnished 
to  Mrs.  Spaulding,  a welfare  case.  It  was  tried  before  a single  Justice  wdth  a 
jury  in  the  Superior  Court  at  Salem.  A verdict  was  rendered  against  the  city  in 
the  sum  of  $472.23. 

Winthrop  P.  Davis.  A writ  of  mandamus  was  pending  in  this  case  when  I en- 
tered office.  It  was  heard  before  a single  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  a 
writ  was  issued  ordering  the  City  to  pay  back  salary. 

Eugene  Twomey.  This  was  a tax  appeal  case  before  the  Tax  Appeal  Board  at 
Boston.  The  case  involved  a petition  for  an  abatement  of  taxes  and  a finding 
was  made  in  favor  of  the  City. 

Many  notices  have  been  filed  with  the  City  on  injuries  due  to  defects  in 
sidewalks.  Many  of  these  have  been  given  leave  to  withdraw,  and  in  which  no 
suit  has  been  brought  as  yet.  Some  of  these  cases  have  been  settled  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  General  Government  Committee.  Those  settled  are: 

1.  Harriet  Meade,  fell  on  Middle  Street,  at  the  corner  of  Fair  Street,  due 
to  a defective  curbstone.  Settled  in  the  sum  of  $43.

To  the  Board  of  Directors; 

Herewith  I submit  the  83rd  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Library  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1938.  All  statistics  mentioned  are  tabulated  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

Again  more  persons  took  advantage  of  the  services  of  the  Library  this  year 
than  last.  Six  hundred  and  ninety-four  (694)  new  borrowers  (452  of  whom 
were  adults)  were  registered  during  the  year,  and  nine  hundred  and  fifty-two 
(952)  signified  their  intention  of  continuing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Library’s 
facilities  by  re-registering.  This  increased  the  number  of  active  cardholders  to 
8,039  which  is  more  than  half  of  the  city’s  population  (14,815  in  1935).  There 
are  few  institutions  in  the  city  that  so  many  people  patronize. 

Despite  the  continued  drop  in  book  incomes  more  books  were  borrowed 
for  home  use  this  year  than  last.  126,027  volumes  were  lent  in  1938  in  com- 
parison with  the  114,168  in  1937.  This  was  a gain  of  11,859  volumes  or  10.4 
per  cent.  Demand  is  rapidly  exceeding  our  supply  and  use  is  wearing  out  what 
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circulatory  stock  the  Library  does  have.  Replacement  and  duplication  of 
juvenile  books,  as  well  as  purchase  of  new  books  are  important.  Lack  of  suffi- 
cient funds  for  these  books  caused  a decrease  (2.6  per  cent)  in  the  circulation 
of  the  Children’s  Departments  at  the  Main  Library  and  the  Emma  L.  Andrews 
branch — the  only  losses  in  the  entire  system.  The  adult  non-fiction  circulation 
rose  froin  26,512  volumes  in  1937  to  30,444  in  1938,  a gain  of  3,932  or  14.8  per 
cent.  Biography,  travel,  practical  arts,  literature,  sociology,  fine  arts,  history, 
and  science,  in  that  order  were  the  most  popular.  Adult  fiction  also  increased 
from  56,437  to  65,183,  a gain  of  8,7+6  or  15.5  per  cent.  Circulation  per  capita 
was  8.5  (7.56  in  1937)  and  circulation  per  registered  borrower  was  15.7  (14.2 
in  1937).  The  circulation  of  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  branch  increased  in  adult 
fiction  and  non-fiction,  but  dropped  from  21,245  volumes  to  20,696  in  the  net 
total.  The  Belleville  branch  in  the  North  End  of  the  city  jumped  from  a circula- 
tion of  10,076  volumes  in  1937  to  16,287  in  1938.  The  Main  Library  increased 
in  circulation  from  82,847  volumes  in  1937  to  89,044  in  1938. 

Certain  functions  of  the  Library  cannot  be  readily  measured  statistically, 
yet  by  their  very  existence,  continuous  use,  and  results,  they  indubitably  are  of 
service.  Conditions  in  Europe  have  revived  interest  in  social  subjects — economics, 
foreign  affairs,  and  history.  Several  collections  of  books,  amounting  to  hundreds 
of  titles  in  these  classifications,  were  placed  on  reserve  shelves  for  the  use  of 
various  organizations  in  the  city  as  well  as  for  high  school  pupils.  The  Reference 
Department  aided  in  the  preparation  of  debates,  projects,  selection  of  book  re- 
ports, bibliographies  and  especially  vocational  material  of  which  the  Library  has 
a good  representative  collection.  Other  services  were  State  Reading  Certificates 
awarded  to  eligible  pupils,  art  classes,  weekly  story  hours,  distribution  of  read- 
ing lists,  Boy  Scout  Merit  Badge  supervision,  and  exhibitions  of  work  done  by 
children  in  the  grade  schools.  Several  books  were  reviewed  by  the  Librarian  and 
members  of  the  Staff  before  various  organizations  in  the  city.  A new  service 
was  the  inception  of  a “Local  Social  and  'Civic  Calendar”  in  the  Spring.  It 
listed  coming  events  and  also  prevented  conflicts  in  dates.  As  its  advantages  be- 
came more  widely  known  it  has  been  utilized  a great  deal.  A weekly  library 
column  was  printed  in  the  Daily  News  listing  the  latest  books  and  magazine 
articles  with  brief  descriptions.  News  Notes  concerning  literature,  art,  science, 
aiit'-sors  and  their  connection  wdth  the  library’s  books  and  services  were  sent 
to  the  Daily  News  and  printed. 

The  Staff  of  the  Library  answered  over  6,000  questions  of  a practical  and 
research  nature  by  telephone,  mail  or  in  person;  displayed  4,106  books  in 
twenty-four  occasional  exhibitions  and  circulated  3,055  of  them;  obtained  from 
the  vault  199  old  books  and  newspapers  pertaining  to  Newburyport  for  fifty- 
four  persons;  cataloged  1,748  volumes,  made  and  filed  7,826  catalog  and  ref- 
erence cards;  borrowed  thirty-six  books  from  the  Boston  Public  Library,  State 
Library,  M.  I.  T.  Library,  and  Newton  Free  Library  on  the  Inter-Library  Loan 
for  Newburyport  residents;  lent  thirty-two  of  our  books  to  the  public  libraries 
of  Amesbury,  Hampton  (N.  H.),  Salisbury  and  Seabrook  (N.  H.) ; obtained 
225  books  in  Armenian,  French,  Greek,  Italian,  Polish,  Russian,  and  Yiddish  for 
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foreign  language  readers  of  the  city;  and  circulated  abiut  1,000  juvenile  books 
on  deposit  in  the  grammar  schools  and  approximately  2,000  volumes  on  deposit 
in  the  high  school  and  the  Home  for  Aged  Men. 

The  year  opened  with  an  exhibition  of  photographic  work  done  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Governor  Dummer  Academy  Camera  Club.  Candid  camera  pictures 
of  Sonja  Henie  ice  skating  at  the  Boston  Garden  were  included.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a display  of  Mexican  prints,  reproductions  of  Diego  Rivera’s  famous 
murals.  In  April  the  Federal  Art  Project  of  the  W.P.A.  showed  an  exhibition 
in  oil  and  water  colors,  of  portraits,  landscapes,  and  nautical  subjects  by  Massa- 
chusetts artists.  In  June  a travelling  exhibition  of  forty  photographs,  laken  by 
student  members  of  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  Camera  Club  was  displayed. 
In  November,  there  was  an  exhibition  of  eighty  mounted  subjects;  costume  de- 
signs in  water  color,  pen  and  ink  drawings,  and  silhouettes  by  the  Traphagen 
\rt  and  Fashion  School  of  New  York  City.  A fine  display  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  photography  by  members  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  Camera  Club  of  New- 
buryport  finished  the  year.  All  these  exhibitions  attracted  much  attention  and 
appreciative  comment. 

The  Library’s  income  for  the  purchase  of  books,  derived  from  the  interest 
of  private  funds,  has  shrunk  almost  50  per  cent  in  the  last  five  years.  During 
the  same  time  patronage  of  the  Library  increased  as  is  shown  by  the  steady 
rise  in  the  number  of  registered  borrowers,  by  the  additional  use  of  the  Refer- 
ence department,  and  by  the  opening  of  a new  branch  in  the  North  End.  Con- 
sequetly  the  demand  for  new  books,  more  copies  and  replacements  also  mounted. 
A policy  of  buying  only  the  very  best  of  the  new  fiction,  as  much  good  non- 
fiction as  possible,  the  better  remainder:,  and  inexpensive  reprints  had  been 
adopted  during  the  last  two  years.  But  even  this  was  not  adequate  since  it  did 
not  provide  for  sufficient  copies  at  the  branches  or  enough  juvenile  books. 

Appeals  to  the  public  for  money  and  books  brought  some  results  Avhics  are 
a worthy  beginning.  Library  conscious  patrons  of  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  branch 
in  the  South  End  raised  $46.49  by  running  card  parties.  Transportation  of  extra 
chairs,  cheerfully  lent  by  the  Neptune  Firemen’s  Association  and  the  Spanish 
War  Veteran’s  Association,  was  arranged  by  Miss  Teresa  Castle  of  the  Library 
Staff  and  Cornelius  F.  Kelleher,  janitor.  Miss  Wilhelmina  L.  Plumer  and  Miss 
Vivian  White  of  the  branch  staff  supervised  the  parties  on  their  own  time.  To 
date  76  volumes  have  been  bought  from  the  year’s  proceeds.  The  Librarian  ob- 
tained a donation  of  fifty  dollars  from  the  Civic  League  for  children’s  books 
and  a promise  of  an  additional  fifty  from  the  Rotary  Club  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. 300  books  were  received  as  gifts  from  many  public  spirited  citizens.  Their 
names  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

With  the  assistance  of  Mayor  James  F.  Carens  and  the  Tree  and  the  High- 
way Departments,  the  much  needed  regular  bi-weekly  book  service  between  the 
Main  Library  and  the  branches  was  initiated.  Their  co-operation  has  been  much 
appreciated. 
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Book  Week,  November  13-19,  was  celebrated  with  an  exhibition  of  new 
books,  prize  books,  books  by  local  authors,  and  a contest.  About  200  copies  of 
the  latest  annotated  book  list  “Recent  Children’s  Books,”  compiled  for  the 
American  Library  Association,  were  given  to  parents  and  teachers  as  guides  in 
selecting  new  juvenile  books.  Prize  books  included  those  chosen  by  the  Junior 
Literary  Guild,  John  Newbery,  New  York  Herald-Tribune,  Caldecott,  etc. 
An  autographed  copy  of  “Vinny  Applegay”  by  Ethel  Parton  and  “Skinny”  by 
James  D.  Adams,  both  published  during  the  year,  were  among  the  books  by 
local  authors.  Miss  Parton  autographed  300  books  and  albums  for  eager  children 
and  graciously  presented  the  Library  with  an  excellent  enlarged  photograph  of 
herself  and  her  half-brother  taken  about  1870. 

Mr.  Walter  L.  Bartlett  was  appointed  a director  of  the  Library,  his  term 
expiring  in  1944,  Bessie  W.  Pramberg  was  elected  the  regular  attendant  of  the 
Reading  Room.  Six  National  Youth  Administration  high  school  girls  were  ob- 
tained to  serve  as  auxiliaries  at  the  Main  Library  and  the  branches. 

In  the  latter  part  of  November  a W.P.A.  cataloging  Project  began.  A good 
start  on  card  subject  indices  of  Newburyport  photographs,  and  local  historical 
material  was  made.  A beginning  was  also  made  on  re-cataloging  genealogical 
and  other  books.  Still  others  will  be  allocated  to  different  classifications.  Later 
the  remaining  volumes  uncataloged  at  the  branches  will  be  entered  in  the  files 
of  the  Main  Library.  Finally  it  is  hoped  to  have  sufficient  time  to  make  a com- 
plete inventory  of  all  volumes  in  the  system. 

Christmas  Week  was  observed  with  foreign  folk  dances  performed  in  native 
costume  and  the  Bell  Ringers  of  St.  Paul’s  also  in  period  costive  on  the  Library 
front  walk  and  steps.  Cara  W.  Sprague,  radio  story  teller,  kindly  dramatized 
several  holiday  tales  to  capacity  audiences  in  the  Children’s  Room.  The  building 
was  attractively  decorated  with  electric  candles  and  greens,  while  on  the  grounds 
were  fir  trees  adorned  with  electric  lights.  The  decorations  were  donated  by 
Chester  Hall,  A.  P.  Wilson  Co.,  Peavey’s,  and  the  Moseley  estate.  The  Circula- 
tion department  finally  received  a new  charging  desk  as  its  Christmas  present.

The 
Daily  News  faithfully  printed  the  Library  weekly  column  and  the  library  news 
notes. 

To  all  donors  to  the  Library,  I wish  to  render  my  hearty  thanks  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  Library.  To  the  Board  of  Directors  and  members  of 
the  Staff,  my  appreciation  is  extended  for  their  loyal  support.

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Report  of  Park  and  Tree  Department 

February  1,  1939. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen  : 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration,  the  report  of  the  Park,  Tree 
and  Moth  Departments  for  the  past  year. 

Upon  assuming  office  on  January  3,  1938,  I caused  a complete  inventory 
to  be  taken.  All  tools  and  equipment  not  stamped  were  taken  care  of.  With 
welfare  help  a toolroom  was  constructed  in  order  to  keep  all  equipment  under 
lock  and  key. 


TREE  DEPARTMENT 

Early  in  the  spring  a complete  survey  of  the  City  Shade  Trees  was  com- 
pleted showing  condition,  recommendations,  etc.  This  is  the  first  inventory 
known  to  exist  of  all  city  trees.  With  the  help  of  this  data  it  is  possible  to  care 
for  our  trees  systematically. 

Dead  and  dangerous  limbs  were  removed  from  trees  on  the  following  streets: 
Green,  Pleasant,  Bartlett  Mall,  Court,  Washington,  Titcomb,  Market,  Merrimac, 
State,  Harris,  Middle,  Federal,  Purchase,  High,  Toppan’s  Lane,  Merrill,  Ferry 
Road,  Orange,  Lafayette,  Lime,  Dove,  Jefferson,  Prospect,  Oakland,  For- 
rester, Boardman,  Strong,  Arlington,  Fair,  Payson,  Maple,  Dexter,  Broad, 
Tyng,  Dalton,  Howard,  Kent,  Woodland  and  Plummer  Avenue. 

Early  in  August  the  Shade  Tree  Prezerv^ation  Project  started  which  work 
includes  the  removal  of  decayed  and  dangerous  trees;  removal  of  dead  and 
dangerous  limbs;  bracing  and  bolting  and  cavity  work. 

On  September  21,  1938  the  city  was  visited  by  a terrific  hurricane  which 
uprooted  seventy-five  of  our  best  shade  trees  and  twisted,  strained  and  smashed 
hundreds  of  others.  At  this  time  I wish  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  apprecia- 
tion the  fine  manner  in  which  the  men  of  the  Shade  Tree  Project  responded  to 
the  emergency  by  working  unlimited  hours  to  remove  and  repair  the  damage. 

Without  the  help  of  the  Highway  Department  a much  longer  time  would 
have  been  required  in  opening  up  the  various  streets. 

The  fact  that  we  had  a W.  P.  A.  Project  covering  tree  work  in  operation 
at  this  time  saved  the  city  much  expense. 

During  the  past  year  new  trees  were  planted  on  the  following  streets:  Col- 
lins, Federal,  Munroe,  Boardman,  Buck,  Columbus  Avenue,  High,  Milk,  Fruit, 
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Summit  Place,  Tyng,  Dawes,  Adams,  Prospect,  Pond,  Atkinson  Common,  Cen- 
tral Park,  Chapel,  Bartlett  Mall  and  Walnut  Street.  In  all  seventy-five  trees 
were  planted. 

With  the  National  Youth  supplying  labor,  over  one  hundred  tree  guards 
were  made,  painted  and  placed  on  the  trees. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  awaiting  Government  approval  of  a planting 
project  which  calls  for  852  new  trees  for  city  streets.  Also  awaiting  approval  is 
a supplementary  project  to  cover  trees  damaged  by  the  hurricane. 

Trees  were  removed  on  the  following  streets  by  the  department  on  request 
and  because  of  poor  conditions : Low  Street,  Warren,  Green,  Merrimac,  Bart- 
lett Mall,  Greenleaf,  Washington,  Plum  Island  Turnpike,  Fruit,  Summitt  Place, 
Ashland.  With  the  help  of  the  Shade  Tree  Project  we  have  been  able  to  remove 
many  trees  that  were  badly  decayed  and  dangerous  both  to  the  public  and  to 
our  more  healthy  trees;  also  much  cavity  work  has  been  accomplished  mostly 
on  Plummer  Avenue,  Moseley  Ave.,  Jefferson  and  High  Streets. 

I 

MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  condsted  of  the  scouting  and 
painting  of  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters;  cutting  of  Browntail  and  Tent  Caterpiller 
nests;  spraying  in  season. 

The  past  year  saw  a bad  infestation  of  the  spring  brood  of  the  fall  web 
worm,  which  due  to  its  unsightliness  caused  considerable  alarm.  As  a rule  its 
damage  is  confined  to  v/ild  cherries.  We  cut  and  burned  thousand  of  these  nests. 
A heavy  infedation  of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  also  occurred  this  year.  This  condi- 
tion was  not  entirely  local  as  other  Merrimac  Valley  cities  had  the  same  experi- 
ence. The  gypsy  and  Browntail  infestation  was  lower  than  previous  years. 

A W.  P.  A.  project  under  this  department  allows  for  painting  and  spraying 
in  outlying  districts  that  the  city  has  not  been  able  to  cover  previously. 

Equipment  in  this  department  is  in  good  condition,.  It  consists  of  one  large 
size  Fitz-Henry  Sprayer,  one  small  fifty  gallon  sprayer  (which  is  really  too 
small  to  be  practical),  several  hundred  feet  of  high  pressure  hose  for  sprayer. 

I attended  the  Tree  Wardens’  and  Moth  Superintendents’  meeting  in  Bos- 
ton. 


PARK  DEPARTMENT 

Early  in  the  year  all  eguipment,  seats,  etc.  were  painted — including  swings, 
etc.  at  the  playgrounds. 

The  so-called  Gravel  Pit  on  Fulton  Street  was  cleared  in  order  that  baseball 
games  might  be  played.  This  was  done  to  prevent  ball  playing  on  the  Mall. 
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All  parks  were  cleared  of  rubbish  and  leave'.  The  shrubbery  at  Brown 
Square,  Triangle  at  Three  Roads,  Triangle  at  Auburn  Street,  Bartlett  Mall  and 
Central  Park  were  trimmed  and  cultivated.  The  garden  plots  on  Brown  Square 
were  made  ready  for  the  summer.  Much  work  was  necessary  to  condition  the 
baseball  field  at  Central  Park  because  of  football  game  the  previous  fall.  Over 
fifty  loads  of  loam  was  used  trying  to  make  a level  outfield. 

The  small  building  at  Central  Park  and  the  summer  house  and  dugouts  at 
the  ball  field  were  repaired.  It  is  rather  discouraging  to  have  the  repairs  undone 
and  further  damage  take  place  soon  after  completion. 

Fifteen  loads  of  sand  were  hauled  to  Central  Park  for  the  bathing  beach. 
Several  loads  were  also  hauled  to  the  Pre-School  Center  on  Forrester  Street. 

We  moved  the  bandstand  to  the  Airport  for  use  during  the  Air  Mail  Cele- 
bration. Same  was  then  moved  to  the  Bartlett  Mall  for  the  use  of  the  W.  P.  A. 
Band  during  the  summer  months. 

Over  two  hundred  geraniums  and  petunias  were  planted  in  Brown  Square. 
Several  hundred  barberry  plants,  the  gift  of  the  Improvement  Society,  were 
planted  on  Bartlett  Mall.  Approximately  three  hundred  feet  of  board  walks, 
built  by  the  National  Youth  Project,  were  placed  at  Bartlett  Mall. 

Several  trips  were  made  by  our  truck  transporting  the  Knot  Hole  Gang 
to  Braves  Field.  This  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Recreational  Project. 

This  department  assisted  the  merchants  in  decorating  the  business  center 
for  the  Christmas  holidays. 

An  extensive  project  to  improve  our  parks,  including  a public  comfort 
station  is  being  submitted  by  this  department. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  GROUNDS  ^ ^

During  the  past  year  the  Park  Department  cared  for  the  lawns;  made  sev- 
eral cuttings  on  the  football  field;  also  cleaned  the  grounds  in  the  fall.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 

Newburyport,  Mass. 

February  6,  1939. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submit  to  you  gentlemen,  this  first  annual 
report. 

Before  going  further  into  this  report,  we  wish  to  acknowledge  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  Miss  Veronica  Perry  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Howard,  in  giving  us 
the  advantage  of  their  experience,  gained  in  this  department,  which  was  of 
great  assistance  to  us  in  taking  up  the  duties  of  our  office.  We  also  acknowledge 
the  fine  cooperation  of  various  city  departments  especially  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. The  Police  have  been  of  very  great  assistance  in  various  ways  and  have 
always  been  most  willing  to  help  in  any  way  possible. 

The  many  industries  both  in  town  and  out,  have  cooperated  with  us  in  a 
splendid  way  and  are  entitled  to  our  thanks. 

One  of  the  first  duties  of  this  Board  was  to  establish  a uniform  budget  for 
families  of  the  same  size,  and  we  have  adhered  to  this  budget  in  every  case,  ex- 
cept for  some  exceptional  condition.  Any  exemption  from  this  rule  is  granted 
only  after  an  investigation  and  upon  vote  of  the  Board.  We  have  tried  in  every 
way  to  give  uniform  aid  in  cases  of  equal  size.  During  our  term  of  office  we 
have  added  two  extra  physicians  and  divided  the  City  in  three  districts  with 
a physician  in  charge,  and  we  feel  that  the  medical  care  for  welfare  recipients 
is  ample. 

After  practically  a year  in  office,  I think  the  following  comparison  of 
months  and  figures  would  give  you  a clearer  picture  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished so  far,  and  when  the  new  industries  that  have  moved  into  our  City  are 
fully  organized  and  working,  we  think  the  citizens  of  Newburyport  can  look 
forward  to  a further  reduction  in  the  cost  of  Welfare.

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A reduction  in  cost  of  about  fifty  (50%)  per  cent. 

There  is  also  a monthly  schedule  of  costs  covering  city,  state  and  other 
cities.  We  might  add  that  during  the  year  1938,  we  have  received  reimburse- 
ments totalling  above  $30,000  which  went  into  general  funds. 

Also  a schedule  covering  costs  at  Infirmary  which  are  somewhat  higher 
than  a year  ago,  but  you  will  find  in  this  written  report  an  explanation  of  in- 
creased costs  and  a schedule  of  products  produced  at  the  farm  with  an  estimated 
value  of  over  $3,000.  Some  of  these  costs  not  itemized,  are  as  follows:  The  fire 
escape  landing  is  about  40  by  10  feet  had  to  be  rebuilt  and  the  fire  escape 
doors  had  to  be  reversed  to  swing  outward  and  approved  safety  catches  at- 
tached. These  repairs  were  upon  order  of  state  building  inspection.  Considerable 
amount  of  slate  ripped  off  in  hurricane  had  to  be  replaced,  chimneys  cleaned 
and  pointed,  kitchen  range  and  boiler  had  to  be  repaired  and  new  grates  pur- 
chased. Plumbing  extended  in  men’s  room  in  basement  and  much  of  old  dining 
room  tables  enlarged,  and  covered  with  permanent  water  proof  cover.  Milk 
room  renovated  and  cream  separator  purchased  which  made  possible  the  making 
of  about  1,609  pounds  of  butter,  so  far  which  is  ample  for  our  needs  at  the 
farm. 

On  the  Barn  we  had  to  provide  v/ater  conductors,  remove  old  silo  which 
had  rotted  the  sill  and  lower  side  wall  on  northerly  side  of  barn,  requiring  about 
100  feet  of  new  12  inch  sill  and  renew  clapboards.  Inside,  rebuild  floor  to  re- 
place timbers  that  supported  hay  loft,  build  new  vegetable  cellar,  repair  and 
renew  farm  machinery  and  wagons  which  had  been  unused  and  neglected  and 
required  considerable  repair.  Purchassd  brooder  and  300  one  day  old  chickens 
which  turned  out  to  be  a very  good  investment.  Built  new  fence  on  north 
side  of  driveway.  Fixed  driveway  and  bridge  into  hay  field.  This  bridge  has 
been  renewed  every  few  years  at  the  cost  of  the  lumber  at  least.  The  Board 
purchased  some  pipe  and  made  a permanent  roadway  which  will  last  indef- 
initely. 

On  the  farm  itself  we  raised  plenty  of  vegetables  for  use  in  the  home.  The 
list  included  potatoes,  onions,  squash,  pumpkins,  turnip,  parsnips,  carrots, 
beets,  sweet  corn,  mellons,  tomatoes,  string  beans,  shell  beans,  Swiss  chard, 
endive,  peas  and  cucumbers.  The  surplus  of  these  vegetables  especially  the  string 
beans  were  canned  by  the  Matron.  The  total  amount  of  surplus  canned  was 
320  jars. 

Bought  pair  of  horses,  double  harness,  and  so  forth,  which  were  put  to 
very  good  use  on  carrying  on  the  v/ork  of  the  farm  in  the  field,  plowing,  hay- 
ing and  general  farm  work.  Raised  pigs  enough  to  furnish  the  farm  with  about 
1,600  pounds  of  pork,  fresh  and  salt,  hams,  bacon,  also  have  some  left  which 
can  be  sold  because  we  have  plenty  of  pork  for  farm  all  cured  and  salted. 


Included  in  the  purchases  was  about  200  cords  of  hard  wood. 
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Since  installing  a cream  separator,  we  have  not  been  obliged  to  buy  any 
butter;  other  products  have  been  727  dozen  eggs,  382  pounds  of  poultry,  2,773 
cans  of  milk  and  45  tons  of  hay.  This  work  was  done  by  welfare  help  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr,  Currier. 

Most  of  the  improvements  made,  are  of  a permanent  nature  and  will  last 
for  a good  many  years,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to  restore  these  build- 
ings to  their  proper  condition  and  avoid  heavier  expense  later. 

While  we  have  handled  Welfare  in  what  seems  to  be  the  accepted  method 
all  over  the  State,  we  are  not  satisfied  that  this  is  the  right  way.  The  spending 
of  a large  amount  of  money  is  a great  responsibility  and  we  have  tried  to  spend 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  as  a whole  without  neglecting  in  any  way  the 
needs  of  those  worthy  of  our  aid.  We  have  arrived  at  one  definite  conclusion 
that  the  people  who  find  the  most  fault  with  the  aid  given  them  are  as  a rule 
the  ones  that  need  it  the  least.
